Ll. karly in 19h8 it was decided that a fiveewsy intelligence 
Aisacmination network should be estceblishedt te Link CIA with the 
intellirence orpanizations of the ‘rny, Navy, Air Force, and the 
Topartaent of itete. Since this network wos intended for use by 
CIA for the expeditious tranmiission of preliminary disseminations 
to using orpenivetions, it waa further decided that tie Hational 
Security Agency would issue eee equipment end 
associated eryptorraphic syntemb. 


2. In June of 1918 a wire circuit [was installed 
between the CIA Signal Center and the Director of InteLligonce, 
Department of the Ary, Pentagon Building. In July of 1950 the 
Department of St7te was ticd into this cotwork by the provision of 
& termingl, in series, off the CiAeID circuit. this ‘tute Deporte 
mont terminal is loceted in the State Annex No. 1 at 23rd -treet, 
Northwest.
